Eddie Rickenbacker has been there—on the firing line. 
He has been with the fellows who are fighting the war for 
us on the front line.

Edison Equipment 
Used on Projects 
To Be Given U.S. 


Steel and iron that helped build 
one of the west’s largest hydro- 
electric projects is coming out of 
the remote regions of the High 
Sierra mountains of Central Cali- 
fornia this spring to go to war. 
Barricaded now behind the deep 
snows that block the Seirra pass- 
es to all but travelers on skiis and 
snowshoes, many tons of war ma- 
terials await the coming thaws to 
be moved into new service. 

The Southern California Edison 
Co., Ltd., has released to the war 
production board 612,000 pounds 
of metals in rails, flat cars and 
tunnel dump cars which the com- 
pany used during the construction 
of the Florence Lake-Mono-Bear 
section of the Big Creek electric 
power system, Harry J. Bauer, 
Edison president, announced yes- 
terday. : 

“This equipment and material 
has been held by the company for 
possible emergency use,” Mr.
